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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-14 and 24-32 are pending. Claims 1, 3-5, 25 a and 27-29 have been 
amended. Claims 8-10, 12-14, 24, 26, and 30-32 have been previously presented. 
Claims 6-7 and 1 1 are original. Claims 2 and 15-23 have been canceled. No new 
matter has been introduced by the amendment. 

1, Rejoinder of Inventions And Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-14 and 24-32 are allowable. The Examiner expressly withdraws 
the restriction requirement as it pertains to the previous Species Groups I, II, III, IV 
and V (Office Action, page 2). Previously withdrawn claims 3, 4, 6 and 10-14 have 
been rejoined. 

2. Claim Objections 

Claims 1 ? 3-5, 25 and 27-29 have been objected to because of informalities. 
Claims 1, 3, 5, 25 and 27-29 have been amended as suggested by the Examiner, 
Claim 4 has been amended to read "wherein ends of the first coil pieces are mounted 
on the flattening surface". Support for amended claim 4 can be found in Applicant's 
specification, for example, on page 7 9 lines 14-22. Accordingly, the Applicant 
respectfully submits that the objections to claims 1, 3-5, 25 and 27-29 have been 
overcome and should be withdrawn.
